WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP).— 
Shortly after Congress gave final 
approval to peace time conscription 
today, it received from President 
Roosevelt a request for an addi- 
tional $1,733,886,976 defense appro- 
priation, including $24,825,108 to 
start the draft. 

In a letter to the Speaker of the 
House the President made the fol- 
lowing requests: 

$1,602,881,976 cash and $150,000,000 
contract authorizations for the War 
Department. 

$57,334,000 cash and $7,000,000 con- 
tract authorization for the navy. 

$40,000,000 cash for the Federal 
Security Agency. 

$33,091,000 cash and $50,000,000 
contract authorization for the Com- 
merce Department. 

$580,000 cash for 
Department. 

Among the larger items request- 
ed for the army was $294,000,000 for 
soldiers’ pay. 

The total of contract authoriza- 
tion asked for by the President was 
$207,000,000. If granted, contracts 
could be executed now and appro- 
priations would be made later by 
Congress.

—The War Department announced 
today the awarding of contracts to- 
taling more than $239,000,000, in- 
cluding one for the manufacture of 
Rolls-Royce airplane engines by the 
Packard Motor Car Co. of Detroit, 
at an estimated cost of $62,448,000. 
The number of engines covered 
by the contract was not disclosed 
immediately. A tentative agreement 
with Packard to go ahead with ar- 
rangements for production of the 
Rolls-Royce engines, under a _ li- 
cense from the British holder of 


the patents, had been reached pre-, 


viously. 7 

Shortly before announcing com- 
pletion of the contract with Pack- 
ard, the War Department made 
‘known that it had awarded a con- 
Itract to the General Motors Corpo- 
‘ration of Detroit for the mass pro- 
duction of machine guns at an es- 
timated cost of $81,000,000. 
| It also had announced contracts 
for the purchase of $76,396,592 
|worth of fighter airplanes from the 
'Bell Aircraft Corporation of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., and the Republic Avia- 
tion Corporation at Farmingdale, 
Long Island, N. Y. About $20,000,- 
000 worth of other miscellaneous 
contracts were announced.

LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP).—More 
than 60 newspaper reporters made 
an officially conducted tour of 
bombed Buckingham Palace today 
and received an estimate that yes- 
terday’s Nazi air attack caused 
damage of more than $80,000. 

One direct hit was scored on the 
private chapel, ripping a hole eight 
inches in diameter in the roof. The 
bomb exploded as it struck the 
red-carpeted chapel floor, which 
sagged into the plumbing shop un- 
derneath. The pew used by the 
King and Queen was not damaged, 
but it was covered with a coating 
of dust. 

The altar and its emblems were 
buried in debris. 

Tapestry Undamaged. 

The famed Gobelin tapestry on 
the chapel wall behind the altar, 
depicting the baptism of Christ by 


Queen Victoria’s Bible and _ the 
chapel organ likewise were un- 
scathed. 

Bomb fragments which struck 


the Ambassador’s corridor in the 
south wing damaged two paintings 
on the wall. 

Five gaping holes, one as large 
as a man’s head, were torn in a 
painting of Augusta Wilhelmina of 
Hesse-Cassel, Duchess of Cam- 
bridge, which was done in 1835 by 
C. F. Reichmann. 

A companion picture of Adolphus 
Frederick, Duke of Cambridge, was 
shorn of a few particles of paint 
but otherwise was unhurt. This 
painting was done by John Lucas 
in 1839. 

Picture of Kaiser Wilhelm II. 

In a nearby room, undamaged by 
the blast, were full-length paint- 
ings of Kaiser Wilhelm II, who led 
Germany into the “World War; 
Franz Josef, last of Austria-Hun- 
gary’s Emperors, and Nicholas, last 
of Russia’s Czars.

Make Cue Bid

E humans have a bad habit of 
W ivczins errors of commission

When an atrocious bid results in a 
disastrous penalty, we censure the 
bidder severely. The piayer who 
fails to make a bid that fairly cries 
for self--xpression, however, is just 
as guilty. The fact that his error 
is less obvious does not make it 
less heinous.

West cashed his spade tricks and 
shifted to his singleton diamond, 
Declarer took the ace and drew 
trumps. Thus, the contract was dee 
feated two tricks. 

No one at the table had anything 
to say about the bidding, but as a 
spectator I noted the beautiful op- 
portunity that South had let slip. 
I agree with his two heart bid over 
one spade, for despite the fact that 
his diamond suit was one card long- 
er it would have been cumbersome 
to attempt first to bid diamonds 
and later to show heatrs. Incie 
dentally, West's double spade raise 
was an overbid. 

It was over East’s four spade bid 
that South missed his chance. North 
had already supported hearts at the 
four level, and the assumption was 
that no better trump suit could be 
found. Why, then, waste a precious 
round of bidding by showing the 
diamonds? Since South intended 
pushing the bidding to the five 
level, anyway, he should have bid 
not five diamonds but five clubs, 
to lay a defense against the oppo- 
nents’ agreed spade suit: He had 
not cue bid in the opponents’ suit 
at first opportunity, hence did not 
have to fear that North would now 
assume South was showing an 
enormous hand with no losing 


clubs. North certainly would have 
recognized a five club bid on 
South’s part as a desire to ruff 


clubs should the opponents win 
the contract at spades, and North, 
with two aces, then could safely 
have doubled five spades instead 
of makiing the sacrifice bid of 
six hearts. 

A five club bid was a clear case 
of nothing to lose and a great deal 
to gain.
